This award was established on Dec.

Archives 


The Nursing Archives was established 
by the College of Nursing, Rush Uni- 
versity, late in 1980. The West Side 
Medical Center Commission Building at 
736 South Ashland Avenue is the current 
location and all alumni are welcome to 
visit the collection. (Please call 312 
942-5823 to make an appointment.) 


An archive is an area utilized for stor- 
age of inactive records, manuscripts, 
papers, and memorabilia which are 
retained permanently for the benefit of 
the scholar and posterity. The nursing ar- 
chives at Rush endeavor to capture a 
living history of nursing at Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center 
as well as the history of nursing as 
embodied by the schools of nursing of 
St. Luke’s Hospital (1885-1959), Presby- 
terian Hospital (1903-1959), and 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital 
(1957-1968), as well as the College of 
Nursing, Rush University. 


The alumni association is supporting 
the nursing archives through its pledge 
of financial support for the next five 
years. A number of alumni have also 
supported the archives by contributing 
memorabilia. I am always pleased to re- 
ceive any contributions including photo- 
graphs (please indicate date and who/ 
what is depicted), uniforms, programs, 
old yearbooks, etc. If you have any ques- 
tions about whether or not something 
you have would be appropriate for our 
collection please contact me. Some of 


our treasures include: Miss M. Helena 
McMillna’s Saunders Medal; Adda 
Eldredge’s No. 1 Illinois Nursing 
License issued in 1909; an alcohol lamp; 
doll uniform collection; and banner of 
Pres.-St. Luke’s Hospital School of 
Nursing. 


I regret that for the present we are not 
able to lend our collection for exhibit 
outside of the Medical Center. If I may 
be of any service to alumni regarding 
our archival collection please call me.

Management by 
Professional Staff 


Paula White, BSN Rush 1980, and 


now a graduate student at Rush Universi- 


ty, became the fourth level D nurse in 
the medical center last fall. She attributes 
this recognition to the setting in which 
she practices nursing. Ms. White, patient 
care coordinator for 7 South/Atrium, 
has agreed to share the management con- 
cept of her medical unit with us. 


Three years ago, when the head nurse 
of the unit resigned, it was decided that 
a new management concept be imple- 
mented on the unit; management by pro- 
fessional staff. In this system there is a 
unit management group (UMG) which 
consists of representatives of all levels of 
nurses on the unit. (Rush utilizes a level- 
ing system for nurses from A to D.) 


Functions for the management of the 


unit include: scheduling, peer review/ 
evaluation, interviewing/hiring, continu- 
ing education, orientation, and patient 
care coordination. Rather than having 
one ‘‘head’’ nurse be accountable for all 
of these tasks, the unit management 
group shares the responsibilities. 


Nominations are taken and all staff 
members vote from the list of nominees. 
These positions are held for a period of 
one year. The UMG meets monthly and 
the representatives report on progress in 
their particular area. Accomplishments 
and concerns are discussed. 


This system of self governance allows 
the staff members to gain experience in 
management tasks without sacrificing pa- 
tient care involvement. ‘‘We have found 
that this system works well for our unit. 
Our staff turn-over rate is low. The staff 
perceives unit goals to be; their goals, as 
they have a major day to day role in de- 
veloping and achieving them.’
